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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's certificate, by the 
applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date of the application for patent 
in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed more than twelve months before the 
filing of the application in the United States. 

Claims 35-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(d) as being clearly anticipated by 
Russian Patent No. 2, 1 63,840 CI . The invention was first patented by the Applicant or his legal 
representatives or assigns in a foreign country (i.e. in Russia on March 10, 2001) prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country (i.e. on May 3, 2001) on an application for patent 
filed more than twelve months (i.e. on September 30, 1999) before the filing of the application in 
the United States. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 3, 2005 have been noted and carefully considered but 
are not deemed to be persuasive of patentability. Applicant argues that the Russian patent fails 
to anticipate claims 35-51 because this reference does not teach: (1) a mixture comprising carbon 
nanotubes and expanded graphite; and (2) carbon nanotubes which comprise at least one of a Q, 
C2, C3, C4 and C5 radical. This argument is not deemed to be persuasive because the Russian 
patent clearly teaches removing a chemical pollutant with a carbonaceous mixture formed in the 
recited manner (see page 2; and page 6, first full paragraph); and therefore, this reference 
carbonaceous mixture will inherently have the same composition as Applicant's recited 
carbonaceous mixture. In any event, Applicant should note that this reference clearly discloses 
that carbon nanotubes (page 2, line 17) and expanded graphite (page 6, lines 1-10; page 7, lines 
19-20; and page 8, lines 13-14) are present in the mixture; and further discloses that d, C2, C3, 
C4 and/or C5 radicals are attached to the nanotubes (page 2, line 17; and page 9, lines 20-21).
